Daring  the  School  Year  16,104  ROUTINE  MEDICAL 
INSPECTIONS  WERE  COMPLETED  of  all  Entrants  and  all 
pupils  aged  9,  13,  and  16  years.  Medical  Inspection  was  also 
carried  out  on  children  attending  the  Nursery  Classes  in 
Schools. 

4,887  children  aged  7 years  had  Vision  and  Hearing  tested. 

I, 257  children  were  examined  by  the  Medical  Officers  before 
proceeding  to  the  Camp  Schools  and  to  France. 

931  Home  Visits  were  paid  by  the  School  Nurses  during 
the  year. 

II. 8  per  cent,  of  all  children  examined  at  Routine  Inspec- 
tions were  notified  to  parents  as  requiring  treatment  (exclud- 
ing uncleanliness  and  dental  caries). 

339  children  under  school  age  were  also  examined  at  the 
various  specialists’  clinics  and  had  treatment  prescribed.  The 
figures  are  shown  under  the  Leading  of  “ Child  Welfare  ” and 
“ Under  5 year s ” in  the  Specialist  Clinic  Tables. 

1,766  children  attended  the  Educational  Guidance  Clinics. 

8,394  children  attended  for  Speech  Therapy. 

The  ORTHOPAEDIC  and  REMEDIAL  EXERCISES’ 
CLINICS  have  been  working  with  large  numbers  during  the 
year.  The  details  and  figures  are  given  under  these  headings. 

The  TWO  SPECIAL  SCHOOLS  for  physically  and  mentally 
handicapped  children,  two  schools  for  the  DEAF  and  one  for 
the  SIGHT  SAVING,  as  well  as  TWO  OCCUPATIONAL 
CENTRES  for  children  not  suitable  for  the  Special  Schools, 
have  all  been  visited  regularly  by  the  Deputy  County  Medical 
Officer,  and  periodic  visits  have  been  made  by  the  Specialists. 

The  SPECIALISTS’  SERVICES  of  the  REGIONAL 
HOSPITAL  BOARD  are  detailed  in  the  tables  under  their 
respective  headings  of  “ Eye,”  “ Ear,  Nose  and  Throat,” 
“ Skin,”  and  “ Orthopaedic  ” Clinics. 

The  DENTAL  .TREATMENT  of  the  various  age-groups  is 
referred  to  by  the  Chief  Dental  Officer,  and  details  are  given

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6.  B.  EYE  SPECIALIST’S  REPORT. 


There  have  been  no  notable  changes  in  the  work  of  the 
Specialist  Eye  Service  during  the  year. 

Clinics  have  been  carried  out  as  formerly  at  Paisley, 
Greenock,  Port-Glasgow,  Johnstone,  Barrhead,  and  Renfrew, 
with  periodic  visits  to  Sight-Saving  Classes  in  order  to  main- 
tain contact  with  children  there. 

Children  with  pathological  eye  conditions  are  brought  to 
the  Eye  Infirmaries  in  Paisley  or  Greenock  thus  preserving 
the  continuity  of  treatment.  Large  number  of  cases  of  squint 
particularly,  have  had  operative  treatment  in  this  way. 

The  co-operation  of  the  great  majority  of  parents  is 
appreciated  and  is  of  considerable  value  to  the  efficiency  of  the 
Service,  but  it  should  be  remembered  that  a child  who  fails  to 
keep  an  appointment  without  previous  notice  is  depriving 
another  child  of  necessary  attention. 

I have  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  help  of  the  School 
Medical,  Nursing  and  Clerical  Staff.

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6 C.  EAR.,  NOSE,  AND  THROAT  SPECIALIST’S  REPORT. 

There  have  been  no  notable  changes  in  the  work  of  the  Ear, 
Nose,  and  Throat  Service  during  the  year  and  the  number 
examined  lias  been  fairly  constant. 

It  is  regretted  that  no  audiometrician  has  been  found  so 
far  to  carry  out  the  Audiometric  Survey,  but  the  routine 
testing  by  the  nursing  staff  has  continued  to  make  good  the 
deficiency.  Where  necessary  children  are  sent  to  the  Hearing 
Aid  Clinic  in  Glasgow  for  audiometr}r  or  to  the  Ear,  Nose, 
and  Throat  Hospital,  Greenock. 

Regular  visits  to  the  various  School  Clinics  and'  to  the 
Special  Schools  have  continued. 

I am  grateful  for  the  courtesy  and  co-operation  of  the 
Medical,  Nursing  and  Clerical  Staff.

Unfortunately  there  is  a considerable  fall  in  the  number  of 
children  inspected  and  treated  this  year,  when  compared  with 
the  returns  for  the  previous  year.  This  decrease  is  explained 
by  prolonged  illness  and  resignations  in  the  staff,  together  with 
the  difficulty  experienced  in  filling  the  vacancies.  It  is  pleasing 
to  relate,  however,  that  recent  appointments  have  restored  the 
Dental  Staff  to  its  former  strength  and  the  start  of  the  new 
session  should  see  a return  to  normal  in  the  inspection  and 
treatment  of  the  children. 

The  Mobile  Units  providing  a dental  service  for  the 
outlying  schools  in  the  County  continue  to  be  well  patronised. 
In  the  smaller  schools  all  children  are  given  the  opportunity 
to  have  their  dental  treatment  carried  out  by  the  school 
dentists. 

The  Orthodontic  Service  for  which  the  demand  is  ever 
increasing  is  summarised  in  a separate  report. 

Under  the  Provision  of  Dentures  Scheme,  242  children  had 
partial  dentures  inserted.

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ORTHODONTIC  SERVICE. 


This  year  shows  a further  advance  in  the  amount  of 
Orthodontic  Treatment  carried  out.  A larger  number  of  cases 
has  been  completed  and  an  attempt  has  been  made  to  overcome 
the  long  waiting  list.  At  present  a child  has  to  be  on  the  list 
for  just  under  a year,  which,  considering  the  increasing 
demand  for  treatment,  is  not  too  long  a period. 

The  X-Ray  machines  at  Paisley  and  Greenock  Clinics  have 
proved  invaluable  and  full  use  of  them  has  been  made  by  all 
the  dentists. 

Thanks  are  due  to  Prof.  J.  Aitchison,  The  Dean,  and  Dr. 
T.  C.  White,  Chief  Orthodontic  Consultant  of  the  Glasgow 
Dental  Hospital,  for  their  continued  interest  and  valuable  help 
to  this  Service.

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6.  F.  SKIN  SPECIALIST’S  REPORT. 

While  there  has  been  little  change  in  the  number  of  children 
attending  the  Russell  Institute  Clinic,  and  the  pattern  of  skin 
conditions  has  remained  similar  to  last  year,  there  has  been  a 
striking  reduction  in  the  number  attending  at  Brymner  Street, 
Greenock.  Warts  have  always  represented  a high  percentage 
of  the  Greenock  cases,  and  the  fall  off  in  the  numbers  can,  in 
part,  be  explained  by  the  fact  that  a number  of  children 
attending  for  advice  on  warts  has  been  greatly  reduced.  A 
number  of  these  children  are  now  sent  direct  by  the  family 
doctor  to  the  Skin  Clinic  at  the  Royal  Infirmary. 

The  number  of  children  attending  Paisley  for  advice  on  the 
management  of  birthmarks  remains  at  a high  level  and 
I believe  that  this  aspect  of  the  clinic  serves  a very  useful 
function. 

I am  again  indebted  to  the  Nursing  and  Clerical  Staff  for 
their  willing  co-operation.
